More Ulster bombings 
Communist attacks increase

- 
Bomb 
explosions smashed public buildings and a railway 
station today in Londonderry where Irish Republic Army 
(IRA) snipers shot and killed a British soldier Monday 
night—55th soldier to die in Ulster since the troops were 
sent here in 1969. 
A bomb also ripped the business district of Banbridge 
but there, and in Londonderry, there were telephoned 
warnings the bombs would go off and casualties were 
three wounded in Banbridge and 25 in Londonderry. 
In the explosion Monday in Belfast which killed six 
persons and injured 147 a telephoned warning that a 
bomb would explode shortly was described by police as a 
deliberate attempt to lure the victims to their deaths. 
The IRA so far has not said whether it planted the bomb. 
Like the blast in Belfast, two of today’s Londonderry 
bombs were hidden in parked cars. The blasts ripped 


through the main railway station, then through two 
downtown streets, one of them around the corner from 
City Hall. One explosion in Shipquay Street wrecked four 
shops and heavily damaged every building on the block. 


“ At least this time they phoned,” an army spokesman 
said. The reference was to telephone calls to police by 
the militant provisional wing of the outlawed IRA, 
warning of the explosions and giving residents and 
businesses time to evacuate. 
Hoax calls Monday, warning of a bomb in a nearby 
street, led Belfast police to move shoppers into the 
street where the bomb actually went off. 


The army spokesman said today’s Shipquay Street 
explosion was powerful enough to hurl fragments of 
metal 90 feet in the air. damaging the clockface in the 
tower of the Guildhall, Londonderry’s city hall 


SAIGON 
(U P I)—Communist 
attacks 
increased 
starply today in Indochina with a devastating rocket 
attack against the Cambodian capital of Phnom Penh 
and two daring raids against South Vietnamese supply 
bases But in Laos government forces were reported 
easing the threat to the Long Cheng CIA base. 
Military sources in Saigon said Viet Cong commandos 
struck a major militia supply depot at Tay Ninh, 50 miles 
northwest of Saigon, killing 13 militiamen and wounding 
four others. The militiamen counterattacked and killed 
47 guerrillas in a sharp clash. 
Commandos also raided a militia base near Qui Nhon, 
250 miles northeast of Saigon, killing one South 
Vietnamese and wounding one. 
UPI correspiJndent Kate Webb reported from Phnom 
Penh that the rocket and mortar attack against the 
Cambodian capital Monday night and early today killed 


75 persons, most of them civilian retugees, and wounded 
161. 
It was the worst such attack of the Indochina War 
against a major city although large parts of the ancient 
Vietnamese capital of Hue were destroyed in ground 
fighting there during the Tet offensive of 1968 
UPI Correspondent Pon Chantaraj reported from the 
Laotian capital of Vientiane that Meo tribesmen and 
Thai mercenaries defending Long Cheng, the big 
government base run and financed by the Central 
Intelligence Agency (CIA), had scored some successes 
in defending it against North Vietnamese attack 
He said government troops had captured Charlie 
Charlie, one of three helicopter landing sites on Skyline 
Ridge overlooking Long Cheng and that Gen Vang Vao. 
the Meo tribesmen commanding general, expressed 
belief the base could be saved.

A final announcement of a space 
shuttle launch and recovery site 
may come soon - within a month - 
inspite of earlier feeling that NASA 
could delay the announcement until 
after 
the critical 
congressional 
appropriations this summer, James 
A 
Cook, 
California 
shuttle 
advocate, said from Washington 
D C last night 
In his last telephone communique 
after more than a week of House and 
Senate shuttle hearings and private 
talks. 
Cook 
added 
that 
the 
availability of southward launches 
into polar orbits remains a powerful 
argument for the location of a 
shuttle 
launch 
and 
recovery 
complex at Vandenberg Air Force 
Base. 
The feeling I get here is that it 
would be pretty hard to bottle the 
(base site) decision up for the 
summer,’’ Cook related 
Head NASA administrator James 
F'letcher will receive a report from 
NASA’s site selection board within 
two weeks, according to Cook. After 
another informal House Manned 
Space Flight subcommittee hearing, 
Fletcher 
will 
then 
submit 
a 
recommendation to the White House 
where, Cook believes, the decision 
will be made 
"There’s so much analysis and 
technical work going on that it 
would be very hard to make a 
decision that is really political,” 
Cook analyzed, though the advocate 
left open the possibility of some 
political interplay. 
It 
had 
been 
rumored 
in 
Washington that the space agency 
might withhold the site decision in 
order to protect shuttle support 
among 
Congressmen 
favoring 
rejected sites. But this does not 
seem as likely now, according to 
Cook. 
"The 
base 
site 
decision 
is 
probably not going to be an issue at 
the 
appropriations 
hearings 
in 
May,” he predicted 
The reasons for this are that, 1 — 
this week’s authorization hearings 
haven’t raised the furor they were 
expected to. 2 — the May full house 
hearings will deal with overall 


shuttle cost and priority and not 
with specifics and 3 — NASA has 
cagily paired its fiscal year 1973 
budget requests for facility funding 
to an insignificant amount thereby 
precluding 
Congressional 
debate 
about facility expenditures. 
“ It’s 
very 
hard 
to 
debate 
something - a facility tab) that isn’t 
there,” Cook explained, “ This is, of 
course, the strategy of how you get 
things through 
“ So 
there 
we 
are,” 
Cook 
summarized. “ We’re getting close 
to a decision in the second or third 
week in April.” 
“ There is a strong feeling, by the 
way, that the shuttle program will 
go through,” he added. 
After a full morning of talks with 
NASA officials at the agency’s 
Washington 
headquarters, 
the 
California advocate reported that 
the candidacy of the Texas Gulf 
Coast was stronger than anticipated 
and indicated that, amidst volumes 
of technical data, the southward 
launch 
angles for polar orbits 
available from Vandenberg remain 
a powerful California claim to the 
base site. It was learned last week 
that NASA considers southward 
launches 
impossible from Cape 
Kennedy, 
the second 
important 
competing site for the shuttle base. 
The Texas Gulf coast has caught 
people’s attention, 
according to 
Cook, and that state’s candidacy for 
the base complex has improved with 
the disclosure that shuttle craft 
would probably be able to gam 
enough 
altitude 
to 
avoid 
any 
difficulty in foreign overflights over 
Mexico. 
The Texas site is still under study. 
Cook said, adding that Vandenberg’s 
southward launch angle advantage 
seems so strong at this point that the 
possibility of two shuttle launch 
sites is becoming more substantial. 
“ I’ll bet that a short way down the 
line, there’ll be overtures from 
Kennedy to make a liaison with the 
California plan,’’ he said. 
Cook talked with eight California

officer Mrs Gudbranson testified 
at the opening of the court-martial 
Monday that she had had sexual 
relations four times with Jensen last 
May and July.

Mrs. Curran, wife of Pilot Lt 
Joseph Lawrence Curran Jr., said 
she met Jensen when her husband 
engaged

Committee considers jail problems 


A special committee comprising 
two county supervisors and Sheriff 
John W. Carpenter met late Monday 
and apparently agreed on a course 
of action designed to alleviate 
growing prisoner problems in the 
north county. 


The committee, also comprising 
board chairman Curtis Tunnell and 
Supervisor Charles F Catterlin, is 
expected to recommend to the 
Board of Supervisors along the 
following lines: 


—Give 
a 
high 
priority 
to 


construction of a new 100-unit north 
county jail at estimated cost of 
$375,000. Sheriff’s bookings in the 
north county now average about 100 
a month, and same amount of 
bookings could come into county jail 
complex from city of Santa Maria, 
starting July 1 when Santa Maria 
goes out of jail business. Newest 
county detention facility in Santa 
Maria can handle only 23 prisoners, 
and is already at capacity. 
—Proposed north county work 
furlough program can be expedited. 
It is hoped, if portable facilities can 


be acquired and placed at the 
sheriff’s sub-station in Santa Maria 
The proposed new north county jail 
would have provision for such a 
program - as requested by north 
county judges — but such a facility 
might not be ready within two 
years. 


-North county juvenile hall as 
proposed to be built next fiscal year 
could relieve congestion in present 
holding facilities in north county.

memo containing parts similar to 
Anderson’s memo, but did not recall 
other paragraphs quoted by the 
columnist. 


The antitrust suit was settled later 
with ITT being allowed to keep 
Hartfort Fire Insurance Co as one 
of its holdings, although it had to 
divest several other subsidiaries

Lottery amendment 
Daley's prestige on the line in Illinois election 
sent to Assembly 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - A proposed 
constitutional amendment paving the way 
for a state-run lottery which backers say 
could net government $75 million annually 
has been sent to the Assembly floor. 
The measure and a companion bill by 
Assemblyman Leon Ralph. D-Los Angeles, 
w ere 
c le a re d 
by 
the 
Assembly 
Constitutional 
Amendments Committee 
Monday by a 5-2 margin following a last 
minute vote switch. 


Five votes were needed for approval on 
the nine-member panel, and Assemblyman 
Robert 
Beverly, 
R-Manhattan 
Beach, 
changed his no vote to aye after the 
original roll call came up 4-3. 


It is the first time in recent memory that 
a lottery proposal has reached the floor of 
either house 


The Rev. Harvey Chinn of the Faith 
United Methodist Church in Sacramento 
opposed the legislation, arguing that lower 
income groups spend more than they can 
afford in such lotteries. 
But Ralph contended such claims were a 


“ myth.” declaring that a survey by New 
Jersey, which has a lottery, showed that 70 
per cent of the persons who bought lottery 
tickets there had incomes of $7,000 or 
more. 


He asserted that recent public opinion 
surveys have shown that 69 per cent of 
Californians favor legal lotteries and said 
the question should be put to the voters. 


Ralph has declined to make a specific 
estimate of how much money the lottery 
would bring in. but envisioned it as being 
similar to the New Jersey operation, which 
raised about $65 million to $75 million last 
year. 


Ralph also has noted that California's 
population is about three times as large as 
New Jersey ’s. 
As originally proposed. Ralph’s measure 
would have limited the funds raised by a 
lottery to use for education. But it was

Beck s salary will continue at $27.500 annually Gray s 
will be raised from $20.000 to $27,500.

Pioneer 10 hit 
by cosmic debris

The Pioneer 10 space­ 
craft encountered increased 
micro-meteorite activity 7 
million miles from Earth on 
its way to Jupiter, scientists 
said Monday. 
Cosmic debris, described 
as a “quite large event,” 
was 
recorded 
by

s p a c e c r a f t ’s 
asteroid- 
meteorite sensor, scientists 
at NASA's Ames Research 
Center reported 


A spokesman said other 
instruments recorded eight 
tiny dust particles striking 
the spacecraft at a speed of 
about 30,000 miles per hour. 


Scientists were analyzing 
the exact size and speed of 
the larger piece of debris 
the spacecraft encountered 
during the weekend.

PHOENIX. Ariz (U P I)— Sudden Sam McDowell feels he has only one 
thing to prove with the San Francisco Giants, and that is that he can win 
with a good ball club 
McDowell has been the object of some criticism by newsmen this spring 
because of an easygoing manner and his compulsion to answer every 
question Such frankness sometimes results in provocative replvs to inane 
queries A couple of stories suggested he was a gay blade, an after-hours 
reveler and one erroneously compared him to Rube Marquard when the 
writer actually meant Rube Waddell. 
“ I known the sports writer have to have something new to write about all 
the time.” said Sam the other day while sipping a soft drink in the coffee 
shop of the hotel where the Giants are staying. “ I try to accommodate 
them, but sometimes things get out of hand 
“ Still. I don t mind that. It s only that 1 don't want the fans to get the 
wrong impression. Sure. I like to hang around and see what’s going on I like 
a beer or two and maybe even a drink, but what s wrong with that ’ As far as 
I’m concerned the only thing I have to prove to the Giants and the San 
Francisco fans is that I can win for them 
If the Giants didn't think Sam could win lor them they most assuredly 
would not have traded Gaylord Perry, an established star pitcher, to the 
Indians to get him No one realizes that more than McDowell 
“ Perry has been a fine pitcher for many years, said McDowell, but so, 
too. have I. If you ask my opinion I think it was an even trade except that 
Perry is a righthander and I’m a leftv. 
McDowell won’t set any goals for the 1972 seasons and suggests anyone 
who does is crazy 
“ You just can t set any goals in the majors,” Sam said, “ especially if you 
are a pitcher You might have some things in mind you’d like to do but you 
just don't go into a season saying flatly this or that is my goal. Anyone who 
does may be in for some disappointments, and he could lose his sanity, too. 
McDowell, who probably throws a baseball faster than any pitcher in the 
majors at the moment, won 122 games and lost 109 for the Indians over 
nearly eight seasons. He won 20 only once-in 1970-and was under 500 last 
year at 13*15, 
His 1971 earned run average was 3 39 but his overall big 
league ERA stands at 2 99 


“ Pm not making any alibis about last year, 
McDowell tried to explain 
“ There were a couple of periods in which I didn't pitch well and then there 
were periods in which I did What the record doesn't show is that three 
times 1 lost games when I gave up only one run The Indians didn't exactly 
wear out the ball last year 
With the Giants McDowell, who led the American League in strikeouts 
five different years and stands 16th on the all-time list, figures he'll get 
more runs than he got at Cleveland and that should make a difference. He’s 
also aware that lefthanders have an advantage pitching in Candlestick 
Park, home of the Giants, and that he can look forward to a possible spot in 
the Playof f s and World Series 
“ This is a fine club,” McDowell said of his new team. “ I've been pitching 
against these guys every spring so I know what kind of hitters they are It’s 
going to be nice to have them on my side now ” 


McDowell was less than spectacular in his first two spring outings this 
year and while some made a big thing of it McDowell said he was satisfied.

Salmon fishing is what one might call mediocre in the 
extreme. One angler, tired of fishing the conventional 
thirty ‘pulls.' went all out to the bottom and tound fish 
there. (A "Puli’* is about as much as can handily be pulled 
off the reel when letting out line, slightly less than 18 
inches, and is an accepted measurement with salmon 
anglers as to assumed depth of water >. 
Last week Harbor Associates who operate the Port San 
Luis facility, report 81 boats brought in 64 fish Not an 
imposing record The latest excuse was the w ind condition 
There has been an offshore wind that blows the plankton out 
to sea The anchovies eat plankton and follow it. and the 
slamon eat the anchovies. So wrong wind, no food, no 
salmon. All very logical and as good an excuse as any for 
lack of salmon 
The best that can be said of ocean lishing is that the 
bottom fish are still biting. The frustrated salmon angler 
need not go home empty handed A nice mess oi ling cod 
and snappers are just as good eating as the wiley Chinook, 
and less effort to catch 
Out of Ventura, salmon lishing was slow, with some 
small boats managing to get a few fish after a lot of hard 
work The whole salmon fishery in the Santa Barbara and 
Hueneme area was rated very slow, with rock lishing also 
on the good side 
Surf fishing on the coast from Santa Barbara North has 
been on the slow side, mostly on account of heavy ocean 
swells. Local beaches report the same condition, with lots 
of small shiner perch being taken The run of barred perch 
was also atfected by heavy seas breaking on the beaches 
The State Fish and Game Commission has amended the 
salmon steelhead planting policy to permit possible 
exemptions to the prohibition against stocking resident tish 
in anadromous streams. As amended, the policy will 
continue to stop the planting of resident fish in salmon and 
steelhead streams, except, after commission approval : <1 * 
where the stream is no longer adaptable to anadromous 
runs, or (2) during midsummer in streams, considered on a 
water by water basis, where there is a high demand tor 
angling and planting has been determined bv the D.F.G as 
not detrimental to the anadromous runs The policy change 
will continue to permit the stocking of catehable trout in a 
few streams south of San Francisco Bay. as well as 
stocking other suitable streams in the future 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Turning to the freshwater side, judging trom area 
conditions, early morning and late evening fishing should 
produce bass and cattish 
Lake Nacimiento Park Manager Dick Kesey says the 
fishing is red hot, with crappie leading the wav, many 
strings averaging in the neighborhood of 2 lbs per fish 
Many are trophy size, over 3 lbs. Oak Shores seems to be 
the hot spot, but several other areas are producing 
White bass fishing has also shitted into high gear with 
many limits A spinner, spoon, or small plug will produc e 
an immediate strike it cast into a school of fish White bass 
are running an average of l 1* lbs with the occasional 3- 
pounder being taken 
Black bass make a good third in the fish race, and an* 
coming into the shallow flats in 8 to 1U feet of water, hitting 
light-colored diving lures Fish to 6 lbs being taken 
At last cattishing has taken a more definite upward 
trend White cats are hitting well, followed by a run of 
channel cats, mostly 4 to 6 lbs 
Due to unseasonably warm weather, water temperatures 
are in the low 60 s. which may bring on an early spawn All 
fish are getting ready, and are extremely vulnerable at this 
stage 


In Santa Barbara County the Santa Ynez River was the 
only water stockc*d last week, and in Ventura County.

Nelson believes that the 
NCAA bears much of the re­

But he em­ 
phasizes that the NCAA has 
become a monster created 
and nurtured by the colleges 
themselves. The major pow­ 
er of the NCAA is derived 
from its organizing of na­ 
tional 
championships 
and 
from national television rev­ 
enue of football games. 


“Funny thing is that out ot 
700 member colleges, only 
about 100 ot the strongest 
schools actually compete in 
the upper levels ot national 
championships,” 
said 
Nel­ 
son 
As for TV, last year 
only 67 schools shared about 
95 per cent of the $12 mil­ 


lion in revenue trom football 
games.” 
Nelson deplores the vicious 
cycle of recruiting top talent 
to produce winning teams to 
gain revenue (from TV. but 
also from prideful alumni i 
to recruit top talent. 
This results in the hun­ 
dreds of rules tor athletic 
eligibility that establish a 
base level tor competition in 
n a t i o n a l championships.” 
said Nelson 
This hurts the 
student-athlete 
who should 
just be interested in sport as 
a form ot extracurricular 
activity. 
The NCAA controls eligi­ 
bility rules, recruiting pro­ 
cedures and 
financial aid 
procedures 
It 
has 
been 
taken out ot control of the 
member 
schools 
and 
the 
member conferences. 
“ For example, 1 deplore 
the 1.6 rule. (The rule states 


that a student cannot com­ 
pete in athletics if his ‘pre­ 
dicted’ or attained g r a d e 
average is below 1.6.) It a 
school allows a student to 
enroll, it should allow him to 
participate in sports and in 


any 
other 
extracurricular 
activities. 


“And there’s that awful 
transfer rule. A student who 
transfers from one school to 
another must sit out one year 
ot eligibility. This would be 
unnecessary if we weren’t 
only concerned with winning 
—with maintaining that base 
level of competition We im­ 
mediately assume that a kid 
who wants to transfer got a 
better offer to. say, play 
basketball at another school. 
What if he switched majors 
and the other school just has 
a better department of. say. 
political science?” 


Nelson is not troubled by 
the 
prospect 
of the 
pros 
signing more college basket­ 
ball players—if it is done be­ 
fore the season: 
“A basket­ 
ball player like a journalism 
major or anyone else should 
be allowed to pursue his pro­ 
fession when he wants to- 


and not, as the pro draft has 
had it. only when his class 
has graduated. 
“As far

We’re supposed to be in the

education.

Nelson said, though, that a 
player has a moral obliga­ 
tion. usually , to stay with his 
team once the season starts. 
“Winning has become all- 
important.” said Nelson. “ I 
think it’s responsible for the

basketball g a m e recently. 
The attitude started with the 
pros. It’s trickled down to us. 
We’ve accepted it as a way 
of life.”

But I do think 
organized sports under insti­ 
tutional control can be a posi­ 
tive thing. The NCAA is now 
looking for a solution along 
those lines. 


"We are studying a pro­ 
gram called 
compatability 
groups.’

Dog and cat population explosion 


By Trudy Schoenfeldt 
According to U.S. Humane Society statistics, 1.000 
puppies and kittens are born every hour. A good number 
of these are abandoned. In Lompoc, approximately 100 
animals are picked up each month by the County Animal 
Control Center located on W. Central Ave. 
By law. the shelter is required to keep an animal for 
five days. If the animal is not adopted or redeemed it is 
put to sleep.

Bernard Gustitus. Senior Animal Control Officer in 
Lompoc, states that in 1971 his facility picked up 4,874 
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stray dogs and cats. Out of this total 87 per cent had to be 
put to sleep 
To lower the above figures, the Lompoc Kennel Club 
has set up a steering committee to study the problems of 
animal population control Darby Bragaw. chairwoman 
of the committee, states that their purpose is to educate 
people, make them aware of alternative solutions to the 
dog and cat over-population problem. 
The most effective method of animal population 
control is spaying or neutering. Many people prefer this 
approach to keeping an eye on their bitch while she is in

season or watching their male when an in-season bitch is 
in the neighborhood The cost of these operations varies 
according to the dog’s size, age and veterinarian rates. 
In the long run. this method is the most effective. One 
bitch and her prodgeny, Mrs. Bragaw states, can 
produce as many as 200 puppies in two years The female 
comes into season about every six months. An average 
litter is six pups. Of these, 50 per cent are usually 
female, and six months after they are bom. they too are 
ready to produce their own litters. 
Gustitus feels that there is a more immediate way of 
dealing with animal control. He believes that if people 
would be more considerate of their neighbors and keep 
their dogs under control, most of the animal problems 
would be alleviated. 


If people would obey the laws, Gustitus observes, the 
problems could be further reduced Santa Barbara 
County has a leash law which requires that a dog be 
securely leashed and the leash held continuously in the 
hand of a responsible person. 
Trespass is another law that Gustitus cites. An animal 
that strays onto the property of another person may be 
taken by that person and delivered to the Animal Control 
Center The owner of the animal must then redeem the 
animal by paying the designated fee. 
Rather than be responsible for any control methods. 


many people simply abandon their animals by dropping 
them out in the country. They have too many pets and 
their solution is to dump them This, they must feel, 
absolves them of responsibility. However, there is a $500 
fine 
and-or 
a 
six-month 
jail 
term 
for 
animal 
abandonment. 
The Animal Control Center provides kennels in which 
people can place their animals when the shelter is 
closed. Gustitus asserts that this is a preferable method 
of disposal because his office then has a chance to care 
for the animal and perhaps place it. 
The objective of animal population control is to 
prevent a great number of animals from being put to 
sleep, abandoned or uncared for. The high altitude 
euthanasia chamber which is used to put animals to 
sleep is not a pleasant sight. 
Mrs. Bragaw contends that people have chosen to 
domesticate 
these 
animals 
and 
they 
should 
be 
responsible for seeing that they get adequate care. 
March 23 at 8; 15 p.m., Cable TV will air a show dealing 
with this same topic. A panel of knowledgeable and 
concerned persons will discuss the problems and 
possible solutions involved in animal population control. 
Any questions a person may have about disposing of 
his pet may be directed to the County Animal Control 
Center. As the Kennel Club says, all pets deserve good 
treatment, and considerate owners.

Pocket gopher habits 


NORMALLY subterranean hermits, these two gophers seem to be keeping 
a close eye on Grace Smith who drew them. 


At the root of much destruction during spring planting 
is the pocket gopher This small rodent makes short 
work of roots, bulbs and tubers which are sheared off by 
his strong incisors 
French settlers in America gave the gopher its name. 
They noticed how its burrows honeycombed through the 
soil. Gaufre in French means honeycomb. 
As manv people know who have tried to catch a 
gopher, it’s difficult. Used to the darkness of his 
burrows, the gopher is primarily a night creature, when 
he ventures out at all. He has poor eyesight and moves 
relatively slowly above the ground making him easy 
prey for animals that hunt him 
Under the ground, however, he is quite agile. He can 
move backwards with nearly the same speed that he 
goes forward His tail is a tactile organ which detects 
obstructions as he moves in reverse This short, hairless 
tail is the "eye in the back of his head.” 
An efficient digging machine, the gopher can make 
200-300 feet of burrow in one night. His long claws, heavy 
shoulders and thickly muscled forelegs move dirt with 
the efficiency of a mechanical ditch digger. The gopher’s 


hard, protruding incisors are used as chipping tools t< 
break through especially solid earth. 
The teeth ot nearly all rodents continue to grow as long 
as the animal is alive. A gopher’s upper teeth grow 
approximately nine inches a year while its lower incisors 
can grow as much as 14 inches. Chipping dirt and eating 
people’s vegetable and flower roots keeps them worn 
down. 


The pocket gopher gets his name from the pouches on 
his jowls. They open outside the mouth at the lower 
edges of the cheeks. His strong sense of smell leads him 
towards tasty garden morsels which he snips off and 
stuffs in his pouches. 
As destructive as gophers are to lawns, crops and 
flowers, they also serve a useful purpose. Like giant 
earthworms they aerate the soil, digging vegetation 
under to make humus. 


This provides little comfort to the gardener who 
spends months preparing his garden only to wake up one 
morning and find that all his closely watched sprouts 
have vanished in the night.

changes 
permit a 
more flexible design ot 
a 
develoment but still conforming to land 
use 
element 
and 
general 
plan 
requirements. We favor such a change and 
thereby favor the recommended rezoning 
of the 25 acre plot. 
The 
service 
station 
proliferation 
problem has been w ith this community for 
more than 13 years. The stations come and 
go and those that go remain mainly as 
blights 
to 
strategic 
corners 
in 
our 
commercial zones. We do not feel that it is 
a deterrent to private enterprise to allow 
the stations by use permit. Oil firms or 
individuals desiring a station would not be 
denied the station However, we feel the 
community 
has 
a 
right 
to establish 
conditions for their establishment.

1 was handed mine, opened it. and 
examined

Chinese style vases, made out of 
metal, 
and 
packed 
in 
a 
box 
approximately the size ot Webster's 
Third Unabridged wdictionary 


It becomes important, for this 
narrative, to take the time to give 
out personal information We were 
permitted, 
in 
China, 
a 
single 
suitcase, plus whatever you could 
carry on your person One suitcase 
is not a lot of space, when you allow 
e g tor all the medicines your wife 
has provided you after extracting a 
pledge that you will not under any 
circ u m s ta n c e 
submit 
to 
acupuncture Mine was so tightly 
packed that 1 had to have help in 
zipping it shut 


The vases would not have had a 
chance of making their way into my 
suitcase, and I would not have been 
able t<* wobble out of the hotel if I 
had had one extra large package to 
handle So 
I endeavored to “ lose 
my gilt, and precisely the point 1 
want to make is that I went to 
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extraordinary lengths not to hurt the 
feelings of my hosts I therefore 
checked the package in the hotel 
baggage room, and left the red 
plastic check in my shirt, intending 
there to forget it forever. No such 
luck. The next day a Chinese official 
from the hotel presented me with 
the red check, salvaged from the 
laundry. So I put the check in my 
overcoat pocket and forgot about it 
At thirty minutes past midnight, 
in the press bus headed for the 
airport, a greatly disturbed Chinese 
found me in the dark surrounded by 
my paraphernalia, and advised me 
excitedly that 1 had neglected to 
reclaim a package from the baggage 
room How he, or anyone else, knew 
that the package belong to me 1 
cannot fathom, having stripped the 
box of the little card designating it 
as mine 
In any case, I feigned great horror 
at my addlepatedness, rushed out to 
the baggage room, retrieved the 
package and returned to the bus, to 
the considerable amusement ot my 
companions, to each ot whom I 
offered the vases should they have 
room for them, but no one did So 1 
sneaked furtively to the lurthest 
corner of the bus and slid the 
package in a corner of it which 1 telt 
certain was only examined once a 
year in broad daylight 
You are correct in anticipating 
the sequel The plane was about to 


take oil when an official with a box 
of vases in his hands strode down the 
aisle, 
presented 
me 
witti 
the 
package which, he said, must have 
accidentally slid under the seat 
while I rode in the bus. 
How I finally got rid of the vases 
is a secret i shall not disclose, 
except to correspondents headed for 
China with a limit of one suitcase 
each 
To clinch the point — that I would 
not

principle refuse a perfunctory gilt 
from any host 
there was the last 
night in China It was just before 
two in the morning after a very long 
day — you remember, the day that 
ended with the loss of Taiwan — and 
Joe Kraft and I were dozing off. I 
remember 
asking 
him 
sleepily 
which was the Hanseatic League 
when 
suddenly 
there 
was 
a 
stentorian knock on the door and 
Kraft, groaning, got out of bed. 
expecting yet one more cable from 
Washington, asking for a thousand 
words on the evening s banquet, or 
whatever But it was two officials, 
each one of 
them 
bearing 
an 
enormous package of Chinese candy 
from the Revolutionary Council ot 
Shanghai This was our last airtrip, 
si) we could load onto our Pan Am 
707 anything we wanted, and that 
candy 
is 
now 
in 
New 
York, 
gainsaying the report that 1 would 
refuse a gift from China

Story written in water 


As we go down to the wire on the 
issue of the monthly water bill, the 
embattled members of the city’s 
Water Commission remain firm in 
their opposition to the 20 per cent 
raise requested by the city staff 
Ken 
Dawson, 
director of public 
works 
says 
" A 
water rate increase 
is urgently needed 
to 
operate, 
maintain, 
replace 
existing 
facilities 
and 
provide 
for 
needed 
capital 
improvements nec­ 
essary to provide 
for additional water 
demand.” 
Dawson has recommended a 55 per 
cent increase 
to handle all the 
requirements. 
The 
capital 
improvements Dawson talks about 
would provide facilities to serve 
26,600 persons by the year 1977 or 
about 2,200 persons more than the 
present population five years from 
now 
Outside 
of 
the 
c a p ita l 
improvement program which the 
commissioners 
individually 
and 
collectively 
want explained and 
documented, there is one rather 
routine proposal of note. Dawson 
proposes that the water department 
forces read the meters every two 
months and that the water customer 
be billed every month. There would 
be a system of computer-estimating 
the water usuage in the month when 
the meter is not read, and a final 
accounting every few months or 
once or twice a year to bring the 
billing figure back to the actual 
usage 
factor. 
In 
other 
words 
corrections would 
be 
made 
at 
reasonable intervals so that a water 
customer 
would 
pay 
only 
the 
amount he was obligated to pay. 
The capital improvements include 
a controversial 10-inch mam on 
Cypress Avenue to relieve the strain 
that has lowered pressures in homes 
on the south side of the city. Dawson 
says there are complaints on file 
from the homeowners tending to 
validate the need. The improvement 
is also on various projections and 
lists of 
recommendations made 
some years ago. 
All this aside there still remains 
the basic position, 
powers and 
future of the commission itself. 
Until about a year ago when the 
commission was formed the city got 
recommendations 
on 
rates 
and 
improvements and such things as 
salaries from the water department 
officials for submission to the City 
Council, final arbiter. In many cases 
it was simply a matter of the city 
a d m in is t ra t o r 
making 
a 
recommendation 
backed 
up 
by 
professional 
information 
of 
the 
water department officials. The 
City Council disposed of the matter 
with little of the flack that has 
occurred 
recently 
on 
water 
department issues. 
Suddenly 
the 
public 
works 


department 
and 
the 
water 
department that is an integral part 
of the whole, find a third party 
looking 
over 
their 
municipal 
shoulders. 
That’s 
the 
Water 
Commission. 
Individually 
the 
commissioners 
bring 
a 
lot 
of 
professional 
savvy 
to 
the 
city 
service. 
The 
commission 
and 
the 
commissioners have challenged the 
city staff ’s contention that the water 
department is in deficit spending 
They also challenge the contention 
that the department is almost out of 
reserves. They say in contrast that 
the department has produced about 
$200,000 in revenues above expenses 
during the last seven years. 
Until these issues are settled to 
the 
s a t is f a c t io n 
of 
the 
commissioners who serve at the 
pleasure of the City Council, there 
will 
be 
deep 
divisions 
in 
creditability.
